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Back to School 


New School Bell Times to Ring 


For Greenbelt Middle School

When the bell rings for the first day of school on Monday, 
August 19 there will be a change for Greenbelt Middle School 
(GMS) students. The bell times will shift to the much later 
hours of 9 a.m. to 4:20 p.m. 

The changes have been made to streamline transportation 
and reduce operating costs. Under this new system middle 
and high school students may share bus rides. The maximum 
walking distance to bus stops for all students has also increased 
to half a mile. According to Dr. William Hite, outgoing super- 
intendent of schools for the county, changes being made this 
year in transportation will save the school system $5 million, 
which will be put back into classrooms. 

Maximum walking distances remain the same for elementary 
and secondary schools, at 1.5 and two miles, respectively. 

Last year even bigger changes occurred at GMS with the 
opening of the new state-of-the art building, with the addition 
of 40 minutes to the school day to be used for “enrichment and 
intervention” and with the inclusion of the Talented and Gifted 
“magnet” program for the northern part of the county. 

Also, as part of the county’s plan to move all middle 
schools to the 6 to 8 grade model, sixth graders from Greenbelt 
Elementary School and Hollywood Elementary School moved 
to GMS last year, joining the sixth graders already attending 
GMS from Springhill Lake Elementary School. Sixth graders 
from Magnolia Elementary school were slated to move to GMS 
in the 2013-2014 school year but this plan was put on hold 
because of the greatly increased enrollment in the new school 
building and concerns about overcrowding. 

Transition Day 

There will be a Transition Day for incoming sixth, seventh 
and ninth graders on Thursday, August 15. Students will be 
picked up by school buses, just as on a regular school day. 
They will attend a half-day program before being driven back 
to their allocated bus stop. 

The program aims to help students prepare for life in middle 
and high school. They will learn about their new school and 
meet staff members. In addition, they will be shown their 
lockers, learn how the schedules work, find out about extra- 
curricular activities and hear about homework and student 
responsibilities. 

Students are asked to bring with them their printed schedule 
from SchoolMax. See more information about schedules at right.

City Manager Gives End-of-year 


Update on Finances and Projects

The council worksession held 
on August 5 did double duty in 
covering not only City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin’s quarterly 
update to council on the status of 
city business but also the coun- 
cil’s traditional summer meeting 
to review capital projects for the 
new fiscal year. A third topic 
that had been scheduled for this 
meeting, a formal policy and 
procedure for requesting copies 
of public documents, was post- 
poned to the agenda of a work- 
session scheduled for August 7 
so that Mayor Judith Davis, who 
was absent due to illness, could 


be present. Mayor Pro Tem Em- 
mett Jordan conducted the meet- 
ing and the other five members 
of council were all present. 
FY 2013 Update 

Since the city’s fiscal year 
closed on June 30, the manager’s 
quarterly update focused on the 
end-of-year financial report for 
Fiscal Year 2013. McLaughlin 
said the news appeared to be 
good but he hastened to add two 
caveats. The figures are still pre- 
liminary and projected property 
tax receipts are not yet known. 
He recommended delaying dis- 
cussion of decisions requiring 


firm figures, given that for the 
last couple of years the city has 
received “significant negative 
news” at about this time of year 
from the state on projected tax 
revenues. He said the informa- 
tion might be out by the second 
week in August but at this pa- 
per’s press deadline the city had 
received no update. 

Having offered those cautions, 
McLaughlin said he anticipates 
having a larger end-of-year un- 
restricted fund balance (almost 
$3.3 million) than previously

Former Greenbelt Mayor

Former Greenbelt Mayor and 
Councilmember Antoinette M. 
Bram, 77, died on August 7, 
2013, at her home in Belcamp, 
Md. 

Born in Washington, D.C., 
she was the daughter of the late 
Henry Charles and Marie Frances 
Hopkins Houck. She graduated 
from Notre Dame Academy and 
attended Wilson Teachers Col- 
lege. She later completed her 
education at the University of 
Maryland, receiving a bachelor 
of science degree summa cum 
laude in urban studies and then a 
master’s degree in urban history 
in 1985. 

In 1956 she married Ralph A. 
Bram. They moved to Greenbelt, 
living first on Plateau Place and 
then moving to Boxwood Village. 
They raised their four children 
in Greenbelt. Mrs. Bram was 
a member and past president 
of the Greenbelt Homemakers 
Club, a Camp Fire leader, a 
board member and coach for St. 
Hugh’s C.Y.O., a board member 
and meet official for the Swim 
Team and a PTA vice president. 
She was an active member of the 
Greenbelt Lions Club. She was a 
member of the Women’s Invest- 
ment Club of Greenbelt. Earlier 
she taught at the middle school 
level in Landover and Greenbelt

and later worked in the office of 
admission and registration at the 
University of Maryland Univer- 
sity College. 

Mrs. Bram’s interest in youth 
activities and the preservation of 
green space led to her appoint- 
ment to the city’s Park and Rec- 
reation Advisory Board. After 
serving on the Advisory Planning 
Board Mrs. Bram was elected 
to the Greenbelt City Council in 
1983. She later served two terms

City Addresses Money Issues, 
Playground Grant, Mutual Aid

The City of Greenbelt will be 
able to continue paying its bills 
after council authorized borrow- 
ing money for “General Fund 
Operating Expenses Heretofore 
Authorized.” 

At its first meeting in five 
weeks on August 12, Council- 
member Leta Mach introduced 
for first reading and suspension 
of the rules an ordinance allow- 
ing the issuance of tax anticipa- 
tion notes up to $3.5 million to 
cover expenses at a time of year 
when revenues are typically low. 
County property tax payments to 
the city arrive by mid-October 
and since about $1 million from 
the General Fund was used for 


the new Public Works facility, 
the budget had a shortfall in the 
first quarter of the fiscal year, ne- 
cessitating the borrowing to make 
ends meet. 

For the past two years, the 
city has used Columbia Bank 
for these notes and will do so 
again this year, with an interest 
rate of 1.75 percent and no fees. 
Interest payments have declined 
since Fiscal Year 2011 when it 
was $1,548. In FY 2012 inter- 
est was $745 and $219 in Fiscal 
Year 2013. 

City Manager Michael 


McLaughlin explained that fund

Nonprofit Clinic Open 
Soon at Franklin Park 


The long-awaited nonprofit 
Community Clinic in Franklin 
Park, 9220 Springhill Lane, is ex- 
pected to open soon with primary 
and other medical and dental care 
for medically underserved people. 
Payment is to be through credit 
cards, medical assistance cards 
and a sliding fee scale for low 
income and underinsured people. 

An introduction at the facility 
was held last week, followed by 
a community health fair. Pend- 
ing final county building inspec- 
tor approval, Community Clinic 
will open later this month, pos- 
sibly on August 19. 

Construction costs and start-up 
funding of $2.3 million was pro- 
vided by Prince George’s County, 
as well as several insurance pro- 
viders and health care systems. 
The 10,000 sq. ft. clinic is locat- 
ed in the old Giant grocery store 
training center and will have 12 
examination rooms, three dental 
chairs, two onsite labs, a dental 
X-ray room, training classroom 
and office spaces for counseling, 
nutrition education and other of- 
fice needs. Bilingual medical 
professionals will be available. 

Community Clinic, which be- 
gan in 1969, has previously pro- 
vided primary care for Women, 
Infants and Children’s Nutri- 
tion Services (WIC) and other 
health-related services facilities 
in Prince George’s and Mont- 
gomery counties. Its plans for 
the soon-to-open clinic here were 
the subject of a council workses- 
sion and council meeting in July 
2012 that resulted in the city’s 
encouragement and support of the 
clinic with the Four Cities Coali- 
tion, Franklin Park and a letter 
of support to County Executive 
Rushern Baker.

Prior to the start of the 
film there will be a brief video 
about African aid to victims of 
the 10-year “blood diamonds” 
war in Sierra Leone. 

Nominated for an Academy 
Award for Best Documentary 
Feature in 2009, the 2008 film 
by Scott Hamilton Kennedy 
shows the fate of an industrial- 
ized area of sprawling ware- 
houses, vacant lots and poverty 
in South Central LA. The city 
used eminent domain to seize 
the land from a private owner 
in the mid-1980s to build a 
trash-to-energy incinerator, then 
let the project go after resi- 
dents protested. 

After the 1992 riots the city 
transferred the land to the LA 
Regional Food Bank and local 
gardeners transformed it into 
a 14-acre collective. The gar- 
dens sustained 350 farmers and 
their families, many of them 
immigrants from Mexico and 
Central America. 

In 2003 the city sold the 
land back to the developer who 
offered it to the community 
for $16.3 million. In 2006 the 
developer evicted the farmers 
and bulldozed the garden which 
remains a junk-filled empty lot 
to the present day. The focus 
of the film and the debate is on 
the best way to use vacant lots 
in disadvantaged neighborhoods 
and uses urban farming in De- 
troit as one model.

Bus Stop Tips 

Parents of students reg- 
istered at schools by July 31, 
2013 should receive a letter from 
Transportation a week before 
school starts. The letter names 
the bus stop location, the route 
number and pickup/drop off 
times. It is also possible to look 
up students’ bus stop information 
the week before school starts, at 
www.pegcps.org under Parents, 
Bus Stop Search. 

Since several buses may be 
picking up children in the same 
area, the Prince George’s County 
Public Schools (PGCPS) recom- 
mends to parents: 

Before the school year begins, 
parent and child should visit the 
arranged bus pick-up location. 

Be sure the student knows the 
safest way to the exact location 
where the bus will stop. 

Parents should take the child 
to the bus stop on the first day. 
It 1s important to be at the pickup 
location at least five minutes 
early. 

Students should know the 
route number and the name of 
this year’s school to ensure they 
board the correct bus. Each bus 
has a sign located on the side in 
the second window on the door 
side. 

Parent and child should be- 
come familiar with the assigned 
bus driver but be aware that a 
different driver may substitute 
when needed. 

Transportation help is avail- 
able: the PGCPS Transportation 
Phone Bank is open daily Mon- 
day through Friday from 6 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. at 301-952-6570. 


Volunteer at School 

Volunteers help enhance edu- 
cation for students in the Prince 
George’s County school sys- 
tem. Parents, students, neighbors, 
friends, business and government 
employees, crafts people, retirees 
and anyone who has time to 
share is invited to be a volunteer. 

Volunteer activities include 
tutoring children individually 
or in small groups and aiding 
teachers in reading, mathematics, 
handwriting, science, English as 
a Second Language or any area 
of interest, or sharing skills and 
talents, job expertise or life ex- 
perience, as special resources for 
classroom instruction. 

Volunteers are needed to assist 
staff in the school office, media 
center and cafeteria. Those un- 
able to travel to a school could 
volunteer to help from home by 
making instructional materials, 
typing, making displays and car- 
rying out many other activities. 
Contact the local school to offer 
assistance. 





School Registration, 
Schedules Online 


Registration is ongoing at all 
local public schools. Registra- 
tion packets can be picked up 
from the school offices during 
regular office hours. A copy of 
the child’s immunization record 
is required, as well as the So- 
cial Security number, proof of 
residency and proof of age. For 
more information go to wwwl. 
pgcps.org/backtoschool. 

Parents are encouraged to reg- 
ister their children as soon as 
possible in order to secure bus 
transportation and to pick up an 
official schedule in time for the 
first day of school. 

Schedules for registered stu- 
dents should be available online 
via the SchoolMax Family Portal 
on the Prince George’s County 
Public Schools website the week 
before school starts. Information 
on how to access SchoolMax, 
which also lists students’ grades 
for each assignment during the 
year, will be distributed to new 
students at the beginning of the 
school year. Students moving up 
to middle or high school will use 
the same log-in information as 
they used in elementary school. 

Parents are encouraged to 
check SchoolMax before the first 
day of school so students will 
know who their homeroom teach- 
er is and where to go when they 
arrive at school on August 19. 


Before & After Care 
Extends Learning 


The county school system 
operates a school-age child care 
program at Greenbelt Elementary, 
Magnolia Elementary and Sprin- 
ghill Lake Elementary schools. 
Child care begins at 7 a.m. and 
operates until the start of the 
school day. The afternoon ses- 
sion begins at the end of the 
school day and operates until 6 
p.m. There is a fee. 

Returning parents are given 
first priority to register in May 
for the following school year. 
The remaining slots are then of- 
fered to new families. 

Activities vary between loca- 
tions, according to the interests 
of staff and students but a wide 
range of activities are provided, 
for example, art, drama, music 
and sports. A daily snack is also 
provided and students are given 
time to begin homework assign- 
ments and socialize. 


County Councilmember

Prince George’s County Coun- 
cilmember Ingrid Turner, her staff 
and community volunteers will 
be among dignitaries welcoming 
children back to school on Mon- 
day, August 19. Making a yearly 
tradition of visiting schools in her 
district on Back to School Day, 
Turner will welcome returning 
students this year at Greenbelt 
Middle School from 8:30 to 9 
a.m. and also will visit students 
at other District 4 schools. 

Turner says, “The first day of 
school is an exciting time for our 
students and we share in their ex- 
citement for a great school year,” 
adding “we support them and are 
invested in their success.” 


School Meal Prices 
For 2013-14 Year 


School meal prices for the 
coming school year will remain 
unchanged from last year: stu- 
dent breakfast: $1.50; elementary 
lunch: $2.60; secondary lunch: 
$2.85. Milk alone will be $0.55. 

The required forms to apply 
for free or reduced-price meals 
can be obtained at each school 
and will be sent home with the 
children. Parents may also call 
301-952-6517 to have an applica- 
tion form mailed to their home.

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estimated, resulting from a reduc- 
tion of revenues combined with 
a significantly larger reduction 
of expenses. 

Revenues are expected to be 
slightly lower than predicted 
in March (about $106,124 or 
0.4 percent), largely due to a 
higher number of property tax 
abatements during the last quar- 
ter of the year than had been 
anticipated. These losses were 
partly offset by higher revenues 
than estimated in March from 
red light and speed cameras and 
from recreation programs. 

On the expense side, the city 
should end the year showing 
about $565,000 less in expendi- 
tures than expected but almost 
half that amount ($243,000) is 
for police vehicles that have 
been ordered but not received. 
An additional $25,000 will carry 
over to be awarded for an eco- 
nomic development study. Real 
reductions in expenses include 
about $42,000 in electricity, 
$28,000 in vehicle maintenance, 
$26,000 in fuel, $26,000 for 
red light camera expenses and 
$50,000 in departmental equip- 
ment expenses. 

McLaughlin said council has 
expressed interest in the past in 
possibly reprogramming some of 
the fund balance for such pur- 
poses as paying off part of the 
excess expenses from the Public 
Works Department facility, pre- 
paying the city’s general obli- 
gation debt or directing funds 
toward the Old Greenbelt The- 
atre renovation. He said that if 
the increase of nearly $200,000 
does occur, the council may 
have the opportunity to have 
that discussion if it wishes. 

As part of the quarterly 
update, council reviewed the 
Council Action Requests Report, 
which is an ongoing listing of 
tasks or projects council has 
asked city staff to undertake. 
The city manager also presented 
his “Top Ten” list, which cur- 
rently comprises the 12 [sic] 
items deemed by the city man- 
ager to be most likely to require 
significant staff time and atten- 
tion over the next year. 

Capital Projects 

Of the Capital Projects list 
for Fiscal Year 2014 Jordan 
commented it seemed like just 
yesterday that council had dis- 
cussed this list as part of the 
regular budget worksessions. 
McLaughlin said not much had 
changed since then. Typically 
the capital projects list is given 
an overview during the budget 
period and then examined in 
closer detail during the sum- 
mer worksession. Although the 
focus of the worksession is on 
those projects budgeted for the 
upcoming year’s funding, the 
projected funding for the next 
five years is presented. 

Added to the capital proj- 
ects list since the last quarterly 
update were an additional bus 
shelter, energy efficiency im- 
provements funded by a Smart 
Energy Communities grant and 
a contribution requested by 
the Anacostia Trails Heritage 
Area for bike tourism market- 
ing. The adopted budget for 
FY 2014 included almost $2.6 
million in total capital expen- 
ditures. The total now with 
carryovers and changes is about 


$3.1 million. 

A significant addition to the 
list is the repair project for the 
Greenbelt Lake dam, which has 
also been incorporated into the 
five-year capital projects plan. 
Of the $650,000 estimated for 
the five years, only $30,000 is 
programmed for FY 2014 for 
initial planning and engineer- 
ing work. This project resulted 
from notification by the state 
that repairs are required to the 
dam. 

One of the projects being 
carried over from Fiscal Year 
2013 is the removal of the un- 
derground gasoline tank at the 
police station, which was found 
not to meet current state en- 
vironment regulations. This 
work will be completed in FY 
2014. Other projects listed for 
completion in FY 2014 include 
the purchase and installation of 
a shed at the Animal Control 
facility, to be funded by a con- 
tribution; improvement of trails 
and pathways in Greenbrook; 
traffic calming on Springhill 
Drive that is part of the Safe 
Routes to Schools grant; and 
work on Southway as part of 
the “Gateway Entrances” sign 
plan. 

Theater Meeting 

Since a long-awaited work- 
session has been scheduled for 
August 28 on the Old Greenbelt 
Theatre renovation, discussion 
on that project was deferred. 
McLaughlin said he expected 
to present options for council 
discussion on prioritizing neces- 
sary work and he hopes to have 
harder numbers for consider- 
ation than has been possible 
to date. While certain things 
must be done first, such as the 
power work and the bathrooms, 
other projects could proceed in 
different sequences. For ex- 
ample, is it better to do lobby 
work or behind-the-walls HVAC 
work first? Jordan asked when 
the historic preservation grant 
needed to be used. McLaugh- 
lin said he thought if the work 
were not well underway by the 
end of the fiscal year, an exten- 
sion would be needed but he 
was confident that it would be 
in progress. 

Despite all the work being 
accomplished, a permanent fix- 
ture of every capital projects 
meeting is the list of projects 
unfunded in the budget that 
need to be considered for the 
next five years. This list cur- 
rently includes 20 projects, in- 
cluding such items as the dredg- 
ing and water quality work 
needed at Greenbelt Lake, the 
expansion of the cemetery, work 
on the Youth Center roof and 
lights at McDonald and Schrom 
Hills fields. 

More uplifting funding news 
was announced by Assistant City 
Manager David Moran, who said 
it was likely that there would be 
reprogrammed Community De- 
velopment Block Grant monies 
available from the county and 
it was possible the city might 
qualify to receive some of the 
funds for use on the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center.

Greenbelt Theatre renovation 
will be held Wednesday, August 
28 at 8 p.m. at the Community 
Center. 
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as mayor beginning in 1993.

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City Council Discusses Fees 
For Copying Public Records

The Greenbelt City Council 
spent most of the time at the 
August 7 worksession discussing 
possible changes to the election 
of the city council but the coun- 
cilmembers also quickly reviewed 
a draft city policy for the copy- 
ing of public records. This item 
was to have been discussed at 
the August 5 worksession but de- 
ferred to August 7 because of the 
absence of Mayor Judith Davis. 
Councilmembers made suggestions 
about possible changes to the draft 
policy statement. 

At the start of the worksession, 
Molly Lester protested council 
taking this matter under consider- 
ation at the meeting because there 
had not been no public notice. 
Davis noted that this was a work- 
session and that no formal action 
would be taken. 

At a council meeting last 
spring, William Orleans told 
council that occasionally he has 
been asked to pay for the copy- 
ing of city documents. He re- 
quested to see documentation of 
city policy for copying public 
records. 

At the worksession Orleans 
made a brief statement saying that 
he was surprised to be asked to 
pay for a copy of the city charter 
and a copy of a financial report. 
If council receives a copy at no 
cost, all citizens should be able to 
get a free copy he declared. 

While staff recalls some coun- 
cil direction being given in the 
late 1980s, it found nothing writ- 
ten as a policy, although the coun- 
cil’s standing rules and the infor- 
mation packet provided all council 
candidates contain references to 
charging 15 cents a copy for more 
than a few pages. After review- 
ing policies of the cities of Laurel 
and College Park, staff drafted a 
policy statement in June for coun- 
cil’s consideration. 

Policy Draft 

As an introduction, the policy 
draft quotes the Maryland Anno- 
tated code: “All persons are enti- 
tled to have access to information 
about the affairs of government 
and the official acts of public offi- 
cials and employees.” However, a 
custodian of records can deny in- 
spection if such inspection “would 
be contrary to the public interest,” 
the code continues. The city 
policy, as drafted, would require 
a person requesting to inspect or 
copy a public record to do so 
in writing detailing the records 
sought. A draft request form 
asking for the person’s name, ad- 
dress and telephone number and 
a list of the items to be inspected 
or copied is a part of the policy. 
The city clerk is required to re- 
view the request to determine “if 
the record is one that may be dis- 
closed pursuant to the law.” 

The policy provides a fee of 
15 cents per page if more than 
Six pages are copied (black and 
white, no fee stated for color). If 
more than two hours of staff time 
are required to search, prepare and 
produce the records for inspection 
and copying, an unspecified fee 
will be charged. The fee for a 
copy of a video on a DVD is $15 
but there is no mention of a fee 
for electronic transmissions via 
email or copying data to a disk or 
memory stick. The draft states, 
“It 1s the policy of the City of 
Greenbelt to require prepayment 
of such fees, notify the applicant 
of the fees incurred [sic], and that 





said fees must be paid in full prior 
to the release of the documents.” 
The city will accept cash, check 
or money order for payment. 
Discussion 

Davis was concerned that the 
applicant should receive timely 
notice of the cost of copying 
before doing it. She wondered, 
however, if the six pages for 
free might create a problem with 
someone coming in repeatedly to 
request small portions of a large 
document. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
noted that the statement lacked a 
provision requiring that a reason 
be provided for rejecting an ap- 
plicant’s request to see public 
records and that the policy should 
also provide a procedure for ap- 
pealing such decisions. 

Councilmember Emmett Jordan 
wanted to be sure that the copy 
fee charged was a reasonable cost. 
He also thought the $15 fee for a 
DVD was expensive. He asked if 
the policy should apply to the me- 
dia. Mach said that she thought 
the media should pay too. 

Davis asked staff to make sug- 
gested changes but asked to whom 
an appeal should be made. City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin said 
that staff would study that issue. 

There was also some discus- 
sion about allowing copying to 
be free twice and then charge, if 
the requests were during the same 
month.

balances have grown, allowing 
the city to go longer before bor- 
rowing. 

Since money will be needed to 
pay current expenses before coun- 
cil’s next meeting in September, 
the rules were suspended and the 
ordinance introduced for second 
reading and adoption. It passed 
unanimously, although Council- 
member Ed Putens was not yet 
present at the meeting. 

Property Tax Bills 

Earlier in the meeting 
McLaughlin told council that 
county real estate tax bills had 
been sent out with an error in the 
county tax rate. It was shown 
as 96 cents when it should have 
been 80.9 cents. He emphasized 
that the total amount due on the 
bills is correct, however. The 
county has advised the misprint is 
on all bills but no new bills will 
be issued. 

Mayor Judith Davis said resi- 
dents should read the Tax Facts 
brochure that accompanies tax 
bills, as it describes rebates avail- 
able for the new “rain tax” for 
storm water management. This 
new fee is projected to create 
5,000 jobs in the county, treat 
8,000 acres and cost $1.2 billion. 

She also noted that the Home- 
stead Tax Credit application must 
be made before December 31. 

Financing Retirement 

Councilmember Emmett Jor- 
dan introduced for first reading 
a resolution to amend the city’s 
charter enabling the city to “bor- 
row money to pay off unfunded 
accrued liabilities in its retirement

plan and police pension plan.” 
The unfunded liabilities of these 
plans are currently being paid 
down through the Maryland State 
Retirement Agency at interest 
rates of 7.5 and 8 percent. 

Refinancing these debts 
through a bank could save the 
city $100,000 this year and up 
to $2 million over the term of 
a loan but the current city char- 
ter does not permit debt to be 
incurred for this purpose. The 
introduced resolution would cre- 
ate a new section in the charter 
that would allow borrowing for 
this purpose. 

The resolution will come be- 
fore council for second reading 
and adoption at council’s next 
meeting on September 9. 

Belle Point Playground 

Council agreed to apply for a 
Maryland Community Parks & 
Playground Grant to fund a new 
tot lot near the Belle Point neigh- 
borhood at a cost of $98,342. 
Councilmember Silke Pope, who 
abstained from voting since she 
is president of the Belle Point 
Homeowners Association, said 
there currently is no playground 
within easy walking distance 
from the neighborhood, an “up 
and coming” area for families 
with young children. 

The area is near the Forest 
Preserve but was left out of the 
preserve specifically to become 
a playground. The site contains 
some small trees and brush that 
would have to be removed. 

Assistant City Manager David 
Moran told council the grant 
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would take about a year to come 
through, allowing time to make 
adjustments to the proposed plan 
prior to construction, as long as 
such changes did not increase the 
requested funds. The playground 
must also meet requirements of 
the Americans with Disabilities 
Act, he said. 

Greenbelt resident Lore Rosen- 
thal asked council to revisit the 
issue of “poured-in-place” surfac- 
es and Davis told her the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
intends to hold public meetings 
on this issue. There are several 
sides to the discussion on this 
topic, Davis added. 

Police Agreement 

The Town of Berwyn 
Heights has asked the City of 
Greenbelt to enter into a mu- 
tual aid agreement between the 
two police forces. Greenbelt 
has such agreements in place 
with the cities of Laurel, Hy- 
attsville and Mount Rainier 
and the towns of Bladensburg, 
Riverdale Park, University 
Park and Edmonston. Berwyn 
Heights does not want to take 
part in this larger agreement 
but seeks one with Greenbelt 
since the two municipalities 
share jurisdictional boundaries. 

The Annotated Code of 
Maryland permits such reciprocal 
agreements and staff has rec- 
ommended the Berwyn Heights 
agreement since officers from the 
two jurisdictions already inter- 
act and frequently back up each 
other. Council unanimously sup- 
ported the agreement.
